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INTRODUCTION. 


FTER our Duty to God, 
Man'sprincipal Aim ought 
to be to ſerve his Country; 
and, as the Inhabitants of Ireland, 
of late by their Turnpike As, and 
Acls for carrying on an Inland Ma- 
vigation, ſhew a Spirit of Induſtry. 


Bor as the latter will take great 
Time to bring it to Maturity, and 
as the Want of Grain to feed 
the Inhabitants is a Grievance too 
frequent in the Kingdom, and in 
the. Times of Calamity and Want, 
(as the preſent is) almoſt inſupport- 
able, made me think of the fol- 
lowing AX; as an uſeful and good

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Law in relieving the Inhabitants 
thereof. 


I was the readier induced to 
recommend this Scheme, being 
informed that by the Cz/tom-houſe 
Books it appears, that £.200,000 
Yearly, one Year with another, is 
paid for foreign Grain, moſtly for 
the Conſumption of the City of 
Dublin, which in Bread and Corn 
is conſidered to conſume between 
3300and 3500 Barrels every Week. 
But I ſhall at preſent, far from 
the Truth, allow it to require 4000 
Barrels by the Week, which makes 
2000 Quarters, and ſhall alſo allow 
it 6000 Barrels of all other Grain, 
making 3000 Quarters, which con- 
ſidering the Weight of Malt, Oats, 
and other Grain, I ſhall conſider 
equal in Weight to 2000 Quarters 
of Wheat; ſo that allowing the

City of Dublin 10,000 Barrels of 
all Sorts of Grain, by the Week, 
to be carried by Land, at a 
Medium of Seventy Miles diſtance, 
and in Weight to amount to 4000 
Quarters of Wheat, at 5s. by the 
Quarter for Carriage, comes to 
L .1000 by the Week, and by 
the Year G. 52,000 ſo that the 
City of Dublin, by. this Encou- 
ragement to the-Farmers, will be 
ſupplied with our own Corn, at 


the Expence of J. 52,000 Yearly 
for the Carriage. 


- (BesI1Dts what Plenty ſuch a 
Law would occaſion in all the 
Inland Parts of the Country, would 
be thought this Year a Bleſſing; 
nor could the Carriage of Corn 
to the City coſt what is above 
computed, in Regard, a great
